Thera wre many sducators who helleve that
the average boy Is improved by the rigid dla-
cipline to which he must submit In a miil-
tary school. Without doubt such n oolrse
han been the making of many n boy who
found the purely Intellectunl courses of pube
lie schools and privata aomdemles Irksoma.
Certainly these courses in military training
make for o hetter speacimen of phyaleal boy-
hood, .

Bul how does Uncle Bam profit? In many
of the milltury schools and colleges there are
on the fncultles graduntes of West TPoint
who In addition to other subjecta lench mill-
tary training and supervise the drills, The
rrivduates of thase Institutions would be the
Arst to enlist In case volunteern were called
for nny war In which this ecountry might
ongoge.

The graduntes of all universitien supported
by tha Btate could also help out In such an
omergency hegnuse military drill In varying
degrees I8 obllgatory on the part of the stu-
dente. Tholr Instruection s furnished by
army ofMeery nssigned to duty by the War
Department.

New York leads in the number of military
gehools and neademies, Counting the Np-
tional Military Academy at West Point, the
Empire State has 17 aneh schools. Pennwyl-
vanin hoag but two and both are near Phila-
delphla.

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SHRAPNEL SHELLS AND TULIPS

Speculation in Shares of Corporations With War Orders Is
Flourishing as the Dutch Bulb Mania Once Throve, and
Prices Have Already Increased 500 Per Cent.

-

HIE craze for speculition In the shares of

companles having war ordors has not yet
renched the stage of acute mania that char-
acterlged the Dutch tullp boom In the 17th
century, but It 15 on the way. Manlpulators
of the shares are busy and the innocant pub-
lle, thinking thut the demand for shrapnel
will be permanent, Is buylng with the saime
avidity shown by the Duteh In the 17th een-
tury, when they were convincsd that the da-
mand for bulbs would never fall.

The whole population of the Netherlinds
devoted Itself to tullp-ralsing untll they
flooded the market and the bottom went out
of 1t, and the people hecaime snne once more
to Uve the rent of thelr lves In poverty. It
tool all the sound phllosophy which they
could mustay to make them content to live
at all. Some who were not phllosophieal
killed themselves.

At the height of the boom the bulbs were
sold by poerits, & welght of less than o grain,
as diamonds are sold by cirats, and the
choleest varietios brought from 1l tp 27 florina
& perit. The Admleal Llefken bulb was one
of the most Mighly prized. and one welghing
400 perits gold for 400 florlna. A Chllder,
welghing only 106 perits, brought 1616 Morina
and a Semper Augustus, of 200 perits, waa
snapped up by an eager purchnser for 5600
florina.

The stock brokers abandoned thelr regular
business and dealt in bulba. Men sold their
houses for o song to Invest the proceeds in
o Nowering plant and men who had no hauses
savod thelr weages and Invested In the new
lottery.

When they awoke from thelr dresm tullp
bulbs werg worth leas than we now have to
piay in the seed stores on Market and Chent-
nut streets, and to say tulip to & Dulchman
was llke culling a London cabman a Bosch
in thin year of grace and graps and canister.

Thero were soms compensntions to the
world In this manla, however, for the tullp
wis developed to a state of parfection never
before known, and It ls now possible for
avery lover of a garden to got for his early
mummer dollght the lineal descendants of the
17th century bulbs that seld for more than
thelr welght in gold

The men who have lately been paying $200
for shares on which a dividend has never
been declared are likely to wake up In a fow
months to And that they have not éven the
congoling thought that thelr folly has ben-
efited generations yet unbarn, The slump is
bound to come when the war boom ls over
and prioes will alnk to the level of actual
values.

A Rise of 600 Per Cent.

The moat notorious booming of shares haas
centred around a company whose president
has succesded In getting a large amount of
war buginess. On July 21 of last year the
common stock of the compuny was selling
for 40%. It remained around that fAgure for
many months and moved upward only n fow
points at a time until last spring, when the
announcement that i contract for many mil-
lon dollars’ worth of war supplies had bson
slgned was followed by feverish activity on
the stock exchanges. Within less than a
fortnight the price of Lhe commen wiock
soared to 180 or thersabould, Then it slumped
te about 120, anly to boom again. Just o year
from the data whoen It wes selling tor 408,
with little demand, It was fAinding purebasers
At 2, or Ave tlmes as muigh,

sisslppl bubble burst were thoge who were
prudent enough to sell their shares while
there was a demand for them.

John Low's wonderful plan to make France
ten times as rich as It was by capltalizsing
Its eredit without any adequate plans for
redeeming hils fiat monoy set afool a more
wonderful spectjutive manin than had cursed
the Netherlands about 100 years earller, He
went to Paris with $500,000 thnt he had won
in gumbling In the othoer European caplticls
and opensd n Bank. He persuaded the Duke
of Orleans, the regent, to adopt his plan of
lssuing paper money ngalnst the natlonal
oredit und he organized 4 great company to
oxploit the woaith of the country west of the
Miasissippl and later united It with the East
Indiea company.

He proposed to pay off the natlonal debt of
1,500,000,000 floring and Issued shares 1o his
companiea to do it. Hvery one wans delighted
with the plan, mve n few motind-heundod
financlers, and avery one was sager to buy
shates In the great company. The crugh wns
80 groat In the streot whore the securities
were dealt fn that It became pecedsary to
bulld gates noross It and admit people un-
der pollee regulations. The attempt to make
money out of hot alr falled, of courde, and
when the crneh came Law had to be smug-
gled out of Parls to save hin lfe,

Shert History of Disnster

The rapidity of the boom and the sudden-
ness of the collapse are admirably described
In o jingle that the people sang In the streets
at the end, It ran:

On Monday I bought shiare on share;

On Tuesday I was n milllonaire;

On Wednesday took a grand aboda;

On Thumday In my carringe rode;

On Friday drave to the opers ball;

On Saturdny came Lo the pauper's stall,

While Law was active in Parls the specu-
Intive manln was raging In London. Com-
panles for all sorts of foollsh projects were
formod and the people bought the shares. Ong
man flonted & company for making boards
out of sawdust, and another for turnishing
funerals to any part of Grest Britaln; but
the height of absurdity was reachod by the
prospecius of the corporition “for carrying
on & great undertaking, but nobody to know
what it 1s."”

No corporation warned the public ngalnat
speculation In those days. But “the world do
move," even If John Jasper's theory about the
stin ) fdllaclous, for the officers of one gredt
Ameriean corporation, which hus some war
orders, have aunounced that ths common
stock ls §n the hunds of men who are ap-
parantly planning to unload It on the public
by clroulating storles of greal profits from
munitions contructs, but that there 18 no
justifoation for any boom.
